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FEDERAL  MILK  ORDER  MARKET  STATISTICS 


Highlights 
August  1966 

Producer  Deliveries.  A  total  of  131,043  producers,  6,659  fewer  than  August  1965,  delivered  3.7  billion 
pounds  of  milk  to  regulated  handlers  in  68  comparable  markets  during  August  1966.  This  represents  an 
increase  of  1.0  percent  above  producer  deliveries  in  August  1965.  Average  daily  delivery  per  producer 
increased  from  868  pounds  in  August  1965  to  921  pounds  in  August  of  this  year.  Producer  numbers, 
producer  deliveries,  average  butterfat  percentages,  and  average  daily  deliveries  per  producer  for 
individual  markets  are  shown  in  table  3. 

Producer  Deliveries  Used  in  Class  I.  The  volume  of  producer  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  in  68  comparable 
markets  increased  2.9  percent  from  last  year,  to  a  total  of  2.5  billion  pounds  for  the  month  of 
August  1966.  The  average  utilization  percentage  for  August  was  66  percent,  up  from  65  percent  last 
year.  Thirty-four  markets  showed  an  increase  in  the  utilization  percentage,  5  showed  no  change,  and  the 
remaining  29  markets  showed  a  decrease  (see  table  4). 

Gross  Class  I  sales,  which  comprise  total  Class  I  sales  by  regulated  handlers,  in-and-out  of  defined 
marketing  areas,  increased  3.3  percent  in  the  68  markets  for  the  month  of  August. 

Minimum  Prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  1  price  paid  by  handlers  in  the  68  markets  for  3.5  percent 
milk  was  $5 .77  per  hundredweight,  69  cents  higher  than  the  $5,08  per  hundredweight  price  in  August  1965. 
Minimum  Class  I  prices  in  August  were  higher  in  all  68  markets. 

Producers  in  the  68  markets  received  a  weighted  average  blend  price  of  $5.25  per  hundredweight  for  3.5 
percent  milk.  This  is  79  cents  higher  than  the  August  1965  blend  price  of  $4.46.  Producers  received 
higher  blend  prices  in  all  68  markets.  Class  prices,  blend  prices,  and  associated  butterfat 
differentials,  by  markets  are  reported  on  table  1. 

Whole  Milk  Sales.  Total  in-area  whole  milk  sales  for  August  1966  in  68  marketing  areas  are  estimated  to 
be  about  1.6  billion  pounds,  1.9  percent  above  such  sales  in  August  of  last  year.  Complete  July  in-area 
sales  for  total  fluid  items,  and  for  the  four  major  fluid  product  groupings  (whole  milk,  skim  milk  items, 
mixtures,  and  cream),  are  reported  on  table  6. 


YEAR  TO  DATE 


Minimum  Prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  for  the  January -August  period  for  the  68  markets 
was  $5,42  per  hundredweight,  50  cents  higher  than  the  $4.92  price  in  1965.  The  1966  weighted  average 
blend  price  was  $4.76  per  hundredweight,  52  cents  higher  than  the  blend  price  of  $4.24  reported  for 
this  period  in  1965  (see  table  2). 

Producer  Deliveries  and  Deliveries  Used  in  Class  I.  Milk  deliveries  and  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  are 
reported  for  individual  markets  in  table  5.  In  the  first  eight  months  of  this  year,  compared  to  the 
same  period  in  1965,  producer  deliveries  for  the  68  markets  were  down  0.5  percent,  and  deliveries  used 
in  Class  I  were  up  2.1  percent.  Data  for  the  68  markets  and  for  all  markets  are  summarized  below:

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MAJOR  ORDER  ACTIONS,  AUGUST  1966 


Amendments : 

Nashville  -  August  1  (31  FR  10112,  7/27/66).  Amendment  action  provides  for  an 

allowance  of  1.5  percent  shrinkage  to  a  pool  plant  operator  on  farm  tank  milk  for 
which  a  cooperative  is  the  handler  (and  0.5  percent  to  cooperative)  unless  the  pool 
plant  operator  agrees  to  accept  farm  weights.  Action  permits  the  Secretary,  under 
certain  conditions,  to  exclude  sales  to  governmental  bases  in  determining  under  which 
order  an  "other  order  plant"  that  also  qualifies  as  a  Nashville  plant  would  be 
pooled . 

Northwestern  Indiana  -  August  1  (31  FR  10464,  8/4/66).  Amendment  increases  the 

marketing  area  route  disposition  requirement  for  a  pool  distributing  plant  from  10  per¬ 
cent  to  25  percent  of  total  Class  I  disposition. 

Suburban  St.  Louis  -  August  1  (31  FR  9593,  7/15/66).  Amendment  provides  for  diversions 
of  producer  milk  from  a  pool  plant  to  a  nonpool  plant  on  any  day  during  the  months 
of  May  and  June  but  limits  diversions  to  not  more  than  8  days'  production  during  each 
of  the  months  of  July  through  April.  Action  also  provides  for  milk  diverted  to  a 
nonpool  plant  to  be  priced  at  the  location  of  the  plant  to  which  diverted. 


Suspensions : 

Southwest  Kansas  -  August  1  (31  FR  10313,  7/30/66).  For  the  month  of  August  1966, 
the  suspension  reduces  from  34  cents  to  20  cents  the  plus  supply-demand  adjustment 
to  the  Class  I  price,  thereby  decreasing  the  Class  I  price  for  the  month  by  14  cents 
per  hundredweight. 

Western  Colorado  -  August  1  (31  FR  11860,  9/9/66).  Action  suspends  for  August 

and  September  1966  the  requirement  that  a  pool  distributing  plant  dispose  of  50  per¬ 
cent  or  more  of  its  receipts  of  "Grade  A"  fluid  milk  products  as  Class  I  milk. 


Termination : 


Minneapolis-St .  Paul  -  August  1  (31  FR  11140,  8/23/66).  Action  terminates  the  pro¬ 
vision  which  requires  that  a  producer  after  first  delivering  to  a  pool  plant 
in  the  months  of  July  through  October  must  continue  to  deliver  to  a  pool  plant  • 
during  this  period  since  any  delivery  to  a  nonpool  plant  results  in  loss  of 
producer  status  until  the  next  July  1. 
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
